' Because It a there,” he replied 
pimply. 
The lofty peak Is still th ere— 
and still unclimbed, so far as is 
known. The latest expedition is re­ 
ported to have failed a h eartb reak ­ 
ing ISO feet short of its goal. 
There are many m ountains on 
the face of the earth yet uncon­ 
quered bv men on foot 
But Mt. 
Everest holds a peculiar fascina­

for

cause it is thought to be the tallest 
in the world. 
It is over 29.000 feet high. and 
is said still to be growing.

EISENHOWER IS 
READY TO HEAR 
DOUG’S PLAN TO 
END KOREAN WAR

elect Dwight Eisenhow er is willing 
to hear any plan his old com ­ 
m ander, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
m ay have for ending the Korean 
W ar. 
An exchange of m essages, an­ 
nounced 
yesterday 
aboard 
this 
heavy cruiser carrying the Presi­ 
dent-elect and m em bers of his pro­ 
jected adm inistration back to the 
U. S , cleared the way for a m eet­ 
ing between Eisenhow er and M ac­ 
Arthur. 
It 
also 
appeared 
to dissipate 
w hatever coolness had developed I 
between the two form er chiefs of 
staff during the presidential cam ­ 
paign, when M acA rthur supported 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio for 
the GOP nomination. 
Key To Peace? 
"I am looking forw ard to in­ 
form al m eetings in which m y as- I 
socrates and I m ay obtain the full j 
benefit of your thinking and ex­ 
perience” on K orea and the F ar 
E ast. Eisenhow er radioed M acAr­ 
thur Sunday. 
M acA rthur replied on M onday: 
"I am grateful for your interest 
in my views. 
"A successful solution might well 
becom e the key to peace rn the j 
world ” 
The exchange followed M acAr­ 
th u r^ 
speech 
Friday, 
when 
he 
told the National Association of 
M anufacturers in New York that 
"there is a clear and definite sol- ; 
ution to the Korean Conflict” w ith­ 
out unduly increasing casualties I 
or furthering the risk of world 


w ar. 
M acArthur said: 
"This is the first tim e that the 
slightest official interest in my 
counsel has been evidenced since 
m y retu rn .” 
First Official Interest 
This appeared to be a rap by 
the five-star general at President 
T rum an, who fired him on April 
IO, 1951, as Allied com m ander in 
the Far East because he was un­ 
able to give his "wholehearted sup­ 
p ort” to U. S. and U. N. policies. 
The slap apparently was directed 
also at those in T rum an’s adm in­ 
istration who have dealt with F ar 
E ast policy. 
M acA rthur^ proposals 20 m onths 
ago included bombing of Red Chi­ 
nese bases in M anchuria, block­ 
ading the Red China coast and 
am phibious landings on the China 
m ainland 
by 
N ationalist 
forces 
from Form osa. 
But M acArthur indicated Friday 
that changed conditions called for 


a revised plan. He said public dis­ 
closure or discussion now would be 
im proper. 
(In W ashington, a high Defense 
D epartm ent official said it 
was 
M acA rthur^ duty as a soldier to 
present the plan through Arm y 
channels "w ithout further ado and 
without m aking a speech 
about 
i t ” )
